AN APPEAL GRANTED 


C fS E S LYNCHING 


Hangs Man on Spot Where He Had 
Killed Marshal—Mob Leaves 
note, “This Is Outcome 
of Appeal.” 


Rayville, La., July IO.—Aroused by 
the fact that an appeal to the su­ 
preme court had been taken, follow­ 
ing his condemnation to death here 
| Friday on the charge of having kill­ 
ed Town Marshal C. C. Chenault, a 
mob battered down the doors of the 
parish jail at Rayville today.* and. 
dragging J. J. Freeman, a white man. 
from his cell, hanged him on the 
same spot where he had slain the 
marshal. The fact that a deep gasl 
was found in Freeman’s throat led to 
the theory that he had attempted sui­ 
cide, probably with a piece of glass, 
when he heard the approach of the 
mob. 
The lynching occurred shortly aft­ 
er 2 o’clock this morning. Late Sat­ 
urday afternoon an appeal to the su­ 
preme court in Freeman’s behalf had 
been granted. 
“This is the outcome of the ap­ 
peal,” was the note found pinned 
to the dead man’s clothing. 
Freeman, who was a blacksmith, 
shot and killed Chenault three weeks 
ago when the latter attempted to ar­ 
rest him for a minor offense. The 
officer was one of the most popular 
residents of this community, and feel­ 
ing against his slayer was intense.

The legislature passed 
a bill providing for the removal of 
sheriffs who permit lynchings but de­ 
feated the Black bill providing for 
the removal of a mayor who fails to 
enforce the law. 
Dispatches from Newark say Prose­ 
cutor Smithe called upon Common- 
pleas Judge Seward today for an im­ 
mediate empanelling “of 
a 
special 
grand jury to investigate the lynch­ 
ing of Carl M. Etherington, special 
olfleer of the anti-saloon 
workers. 
Judge Seward said he would give his 
answer on Monday. 
Smythe today said at Newark that 
he will use every means at his dis­ 
posal to bring those guilty of mob 
violence to justice. The commission­ 
ers of Licking county have offered 
a reward of a thousand dollars for 
the detection and conviction of per­ 
sons connected with the lynching.

Gruesome Revelry in Oregon Jail. 
Portland, Ore., July 9.—’^Here’s to 
a quick death, Joe, with a stout rope 
and an easy drop, if your pardon 
does not come.” 
, These words rang out in the port­ 
land jail today at a “banquet” held 
by the prisoners. 
The 
toastmaster 
was under sentence of life imprison­ 
ment, and those who responded faced 
a similar term. 
All present drank the “health” of 
former Sheriff Josejyi Cassady, who 
has been sentenced to hang on Sep­ 
tember 5 unless the governor inter­ 
feres. Cassidy was convicted of par­ 
ticipation in the murder of Ollie Sny­ 
der hear last winter. 


Atoka, Ok., July IL—Wm. H. Mur­ 
ray of Tishomingo, candidate for the 
democratic gubernatorial nomination, 
spoke here Saturday night aft^r close 
of the “match-up” meetings with oth­ 
er candidates at Durant. He declared 
himself in favor of the grandfather 
clause, saying that he believed in re­ 
fusing every m gro the right to vote 
in Oklahoma, regardless of education­ 
al qualifications, but that such de­ 
nial be not extended to white men, 
irrespective of their party affiliations.

In 
dispatches sent from Oklahoma City 
quoting but a part of his statement 
and saying that he believed the grand 
father clause to be a rank partisan 
question. 
“Now, if it is not a partisan ques­ 
tion, where will you find oner* said 
the speaker, 'Since all democrats are 
favoring and all republicans are op­ 
posing it. It is the most partisan 
question we have in Oklahoma and 
in so stating I was telling the truth 
and I stand for it.” 
Mr. Murray said that he stated in 
Enid that he was not in favor of mak­ 
ing the poor old negro a part of the 
platform, because he can not help 
Ms limitations. He said Ms Idea was 
that the darky ought to bear the 
same relation to the state of Oklaho­ 
ma that the mule does to the state of 
Mississippi, because he was no m ore 
responsible 
for 
his 
limitations.

fect negroes only and in doing so

Insane 
When the state government first 
began we had no state insane asyl­ 
ums and our insane patients were be­ 
ing kept at a private institution in 
Oklahoma Territory and another pri­ 
vate institution in St. Louis, Missou­ 
ri, at contract rates which afford a 
large profit to the private institution 
and consequently an unnecessary ex­ 
pense to our taxpayers. To provide 
state care at economic rates it was 
necessary to build insane asylums. 
Oklahoma Territory had already lo­ 
cated one asylum at Ft. Supply in the 
extreme west end of the state, and 
the legislature continued the enlarg- 
ment of that institution and also lo­ 
cated an additional insane asylum at 
V'initia in the east end of the state. 
Prisoners. 
The prisoners of Oklahoma T erri­ 
tory were being kept under contract 
at the Kansas State Penitentiary and 
of Indian Territory at various Feder­ 
al prisons in other states. Kansas 
was keeping our prisoners because 
there was a profit in the price they 
charged Oklahoma for doing so. In 
order to reduce the expense of gov­ 
ernment and provide necessary means 
for detaining and caring for prison­ 
ers it was necessary to build a state 
penitentiary at home and this peni­ 
tentiary. * is^ now * nearly completed, 
and both the asylum and the peni­ 
tentiary being completed will largely 
reduce the cost of maintaining these 
two features of state government as 
no private institution or institutions 
of other states would care for our pa­ 
tients or prisoners except at a good 
profit. Likewist the east half of the 
state was wholly without state educa 
tional institutions, and the agricult 
ural 
and 
mechanical 
education 
of 
the state, representing the chief soure 
of wealth and industry of Oklahoma, 
was entitled to larger and better fac­ 
ilities and we believe that the legis­ 
lature of Oklahoma acted wisely in 
meeting these economic and educa­ 
tional necessities.
